nent New Mexico financier, and in- 
jured four others. 


The blast snuffed out the lives of 


George A. Kaseman, 69-year-old Al- 
buquerque, N. M., banker, and sev- 
en oil workers whom he was watch- 
ing yesterday as they prepared to 
"shoot" a well in the rich Monu- 
ment field, about 
20 miles south- 


west of Hobbs. 


Kaseman. prominent in New Mex- 


ico business circles for 47 years, was 
president of the Albuquerque Na- 
tional Trust and Savings bank, and 
of the Albuquerque and Cerrillos 
Coal company. 
He was financially interested in 


the Monument well and had come 
with a party of friends to witness 
the "shooting" operation, designed 
to increase its production. 
Premature Blast 


The bomb, loaded 
with nitro- 


glycerin and operated by an auto- 
matic timing mechanism, 
was to 


have been lowered into the well, 
where it might shatter the under- 
ground rock structure and allow the 
oil to flow more freely. 


Instead, it exploded with a ter- 


rific detonation as the workmen re- 
moved it from a truck. 


Instantly killed were Kaseman. 


H. A. Greer, gauger for the shoot- 
ing crew, J. T. Broughton, derrick- 
man; Forrest Huston 
and Charles 


Wrigley, rigmen; V. P. Peck, the 
shooter, and Alex Blair, shooter's 
helper. 
Jack Starkey, superintendent of 


the Two-State 
Drilling company, 


died shortly before midnight in a 
Hobbs hospital, six hours after the 
explosion. All the dead but Kase- 
man were residents of Hobbs. 


"Hunch" Saves Life 


A "hunch" saved the life of Nor- 


man Dollar, rig man. 


"I saw them monkeying with that 


bomb and I had a hunch something 
would happen, so I started run- 
ning," he said. "I got scarcely 50 
feet before it went off." 


A hint something 
might have 


been wrong immediately preceding 
the blast was supplied by J. R. 
Hodges, well watchman who wit- 
nessed the explosion. 
"They appeared to be tinkering 


with the bomb in the back of the 
truck," he said. "Then they started 
toward the well. Suddenly there 
was a terrific blast. 


"Several men were thrown back 


and smashed against the truck. Oth- 
ers were tossed into the air and 
landed 50 feet away. Arms and legs 
were torn from some."

Causes for Rise 


In Stock Market 


Adjournment of Congress 


And Federal Spend- 


ing are Listed 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE 


Washington — About the 
most 


sensational development so far as 
the national capital is concerned 
just now is the sudden upturn in 
the stock market. Not that most 
people here are 
especially inter- 
ested from 
the 


standpoint 
o t 


speculation be- 
cause the 
offi- 


cial group and 
the newspaper- 
men, steer pretty 
clear of such in- 
volvements. But 
the stock mar- 
ket, 
notwith- 


standing all the 
denunciation of 
Lawrence 


it from the demagogues, is still re- 
garded, even in* these sacred pre- 
cincts of New Dealism, as an im- 
portant barometer of business psy- 
chology, if not of actual business 
conditions. 


Searching for reasons why the 


market has started upward and 
with such precipitate ascent, four 
ihings have doubtless contributed to 
the improvement: 


First, congress has 
just 
gone 


home. This is always interpreted by 
the business community as a sign 
that the legislative process has ceas- 
ed for the time being and that bus- 
iness can accurately appraise the 
extent of the restrictions it faces 
—at least for another six months or 
more. 


Government Spending 


Second, the administration 
has 


been signing authoritations for pub- 
lic spending- at a rate of speed 
scarcely paralleled in any previous 
period of spending. This means or- 
ders right away for all sorts of raw 
materials, all sorts 
of fabricated 


products and activity for a thou- 
sand and one brokerage or service 
businesses 
which feed on public 


works projects. 


Third, 
the 
administration has 


turned on again the voices of reas- 
surance, the men in the New Deal 
who are often styled as "conserva- 
tives" but who always come to the 
front when a crisis has arisen and 
tell businessmen they have noth- 
ing to fear—at least nothing till af- 
ter the next election. 


Fourth, the rather definite im- 


pression is growing among busi- 
nessmen that 
maybe they 
really 


will have less to fear after the next 
election, not because of any mel- 
lowing by the administration but, 
on the contrary, because the Amer- 
ican people will have elected next 
November more senators and repre- 
sentatives committed against New 
Dealism than have been in con- 
gress heretofore. 


Conservative Draft 


Recent primary elections reveal, 


at least to the satisfaction of many 
businessmen, that there is a conser- 
vative drift on in the country and 
that the trend is toward a check- 


ing of New Deal extremes. This is 
a far different thing, of course, from 
a swingback to the old days or to "a 
repeal of .the major legislation now 
on the statute books. But, it has 
never been so much the laws as 
their manner of administration and 
not so much the general purposes of 
the laws but the corrective and sup- 
plemental 
amendments 
omitted 


which have caused business men to 
be disturbed. 


There are plenty of things to 


cause uneasiness to business, ol 
course, and these have by no means 
disappeared -from the scene. But 
that tangible something called "con- 
fidence" is showing some signs of 
growing more substantial 
because 


of the recent primary elections. 


Another possible reason for the 


upturn in the stock market, as- 
suming that the market usually an- 
ticipates business improvement, is 
that America has, for the last six 
months, suffered a period of stagna- 
tion. Whenever a country stands 
still, economically speaking, it be- 
gins to use up materials and goods 
Inventories get very low indeed 
There are evidences that stocks of 
goods and materials reached a low 
point and now, with the push giv- 
en by government spending, enough 
courage has been summoned to re- 
sult in a better psychological feel- 
ing than we have witnessed in sev- 
eral months. 


Worries Not Over 


This doesn't mean that the wor- 


ries of business men as to the 
fundamental troubles in Washing- 
ton have by any means been allevi- 
ated completely. Far from it. Until 
there is a tackling of fundamentals 
no recovery of a permanent charac- 
ter can be anticipated. The reces- 
sion or depression, or whatever the 
downward curve which began last 
autumn can be called, has been one 
of the most precipitate in many 
years. Doubtless, 
the 
pendulum 


swung 
unnecessarily far 
on the 


momentum of 
pessimism 
which 


swept the country when govern- 
ment spending stopped in 1937 and 
it was found that nothing had been 
done by the administration to en- 
courage private business to fur- 
nish a substitute in the way of pri- 
vate spending. 


The present movement, therefore, 


may well be called a corrective de- 
velopment and there is every rason 
to believe that the 
despondency 


which has prevailed for some time 
will be considerably relieved—as 
indeed, it was for an interval once 
before—and that the new mood may 
continue till the present flow of dol- 
lars is exhausted and the country 
faces again the problem of how to 
substitute private spending for pub- 
lic spending. Only this time there 
is an, opportunity for a new con- 
gress—when it regains its independ- 
ence —to do the things that will 
really make private spending pos- 
sible, such as removal of govern- 
ment competition and government 
restriction on the processes of pro- 
duction. If the capitalistic system 
is permitted to function, regulating 
by law only the 
practices 
that 


contain fraud or monopoly, Amer- 
ica can lead the whole world back 
to an era of real prosperity.

Against Weeds, 
Farmers Advised 


Victory Will Mean More 


Abundant Crops and 


Increased Incomes 


Larger crops and increased farm 


income — these are certain rewards 
for time and effort spent in re- 
moving weeds from farm fields. 


Emphasizing this fact, the state 


department of agriculture and mar- 
kets is appealing 
to Wisconsin 


farmers to keep up their battle 
sgainst noxicus weeds' as a mat- 
ter of sound economy, according to 
word received by R. C. Swanson, 
county agricultural agent. 


A call to arms against all weeds, 


but particularly the Leafy Spurge, 
White Cockle, and Canada thistle, 
has been issued by E. L. Stone, seed 
and weed control director of the 
department, with improvement of 
crop yield and farm income as the 
objective. 


No farmer can afford to sow clov- 


er seeds of the White Cockle, Stone 
points out. Seeds of that weed are 
so nearly the size and weight of Al- 
.cike clover seeds that it is practic- 
ally impossible to separate them. If 
the cockle is allowed to go to seed 
and be harvested with the Alsike, 
the Alsike seed ought not to be 
used. 


The White Cockle grows in clus- 


ters with many stems which branch 
at the top and bear five-parted 
white flowers nearly an inch across. 
The plant grows to a height of 
about two feet and its stems and 
leaves are hairy. The bottom of 
the stems is often purple. 


Use Hoe 


To destroy these plants, cut them 


off below the ground with a hoe, 
Stone advises. 


The Leafy Spurge is appearing in 


Wisconsin in small patches. As soon 
as these patches are 
discovered 


they should be dug up. This plant 
has feeding roots which go down 
into the ground 15 feet or more. 
It has a stem from two to four 
feet tall. Its leaves, scattered alon 
the stem, are from two to three 
inches long and from one-quarter 
to one-half inches wide. 


Flowers of the Leafy Spurge are 


borne in a flat-topped cluster of 
yellowish hue. The yellow color is 
imparted from small, bright yel- 
low leaves which 
surround 
the 


flowers. The flowers themselves 
are green and of pecular shape. The 
pods are three-parted 
and each 


part contains a seed. When the pods 
are ripe, they split with such force 
that seeds are thrown from six to 
eight feet. 


The state weed law requires that 


noxious weeds, including the Can- 
ada thistle, shall not be allowed to 
produce seeds, it was pointed out. 
If the farmer neglects to remove

Service Aids Farmers 


More than 2.800.000 farm 
and 


range-land dams have been built 
under the supervision of Soil Con- 
servation service engineers in the 
past 3 years, according to Chief En- 
gineer T. B. Chambers. About 3,500 
of the larger dams provide nearly 
80,000 acre-feet of storage space— 
enough to hold about 26 billion gal- 
lons of water. 


Dams are an aid to good farming. 


Chambers points out. Big 
dams 


form reservoirs and stock ponds. 
Thousands of little dams across gul- 
ly channels reduce the cutting pow- 
er of runoff and permit the growth 
of protective vegetation. 


All the dams, both gully control 


and water conservation, have a dis- 
tinct value for upstream flood con- 
trol 
and for storage 
rainwater 


against drought periods, according 
to Chambers. He points out that 
water held on farms and ranches 
lightens the load that river chan- 
nels are forced to carry in flood 
time. Furthermore, much of the re- 
tained water soaks into the ground 
where it can be used by growing 
plants. 


Dams used in the Soil Conserva-

The indictments returned by a grand 


jury at New York against leaders occupy- 
ing high places in the German war minis- 


, try mean that evidence has been collected 


and presented indicating the purpose of 
Germany to turn its espionage endeavors 
against this country. 


These endeavors may take two forms, 


one of which is legitimate and the other, 
though common, highly improper. 


It 
is 
appropriate 
that all nations 


through their socalled secret services ob- 
serve what other nations are doing so 
long as the tactics 
employed 
do not 


breach the laws of the nation under ob- 
servation. Thus, when one of the German 
spies reported the troops placed by this 
country at Panama he was quite within 
his rights since we do not in peacetime 
screen troop activities and he did nothing 
unlawful to obtain the information. But 
when, as claimed, German military lead- 
ers, learning of important technical de- 
velopments that had taken place in rela- 
tion to naval aircraft and aircraft carriers 
in this country, offered large monetary 
rewards for blue prints which could only 
be gained by the bribery of American of- 
ficials or the theft of secret plans, she 
violated our laws and the indictments 
though unusual for such offenses are 
proper. 


It appears that the federal grand jury 


got off to a start because letters from 
German spies in this country to the "Post 
Office" in Dundee, Scotland, were inter- 
cepted by the British espionage service 
•which had become suspicious of the per- 
son designated as Post Office. 


If we are to take at full value the 


statements of our operatives we may 
conclude that a far flung syndicate of 
prying which had reared its head in ar- 
rogant fashion at Buffalo, Brooklyn, New- 
port News and elsewhere in this country 
has now been smashed. It may be im- 
plied from statements issued at Washing- 
ton that an indirect line of intrigue led 
from Berlin to Tokyo but the statements 
in this regard are so sketchy they can- 
not be said as yet to rest on a firm foun- 
dation. 


Washington does not believe the in- 


triguers secured information of any great 
importance but does believe the aim was 
at essential advancements already made 
by our military and naval units and that 
Germany, knowing of the advancements, 
craved the details. 


It is probably safe to assume, even 


without evidence, that the United States 
is not engaged in. any such criminal spy- 
ing activities as that exposed, else the 
government would hardly have the har- 
dihood to press action against Germany. 


Moreover the indictments, insofar as 


they prefer charges against leading Ger- 
mans who are not within the jurisdic- 
tion of the court, must be looked upon as 
a means of acquainting the people of this 
country with what is taking place since 
it is extreme to expect those indicted, 
and now in Germany, to voluntarily put 
themselves into 'he noose waiting for 
them here.

product of this reaction is rather 
purgative. Magnesia is still more 
so. Chalk is not purgative — it is 
commonly used as a mild remedy 
against diarrhea associated with 
acidity. Moreover calcium carbon- 
ate disturbs the acid-bnse balance 
of the blood and tissues less than 
soda or magnesia does.

its advantages as a vacation land 
Hundreds of thousands of peopl 
now make an annual pilgrimage to 
Florida and the gulf coast, to Tex 
as and Arkansas, to New Mexico 
and Arizona. The resort business 
has become a thriving industry. 


Crisis Approaching 


While all these changes 
have 


been going on, cotton has still re- 
mained king. During the last five 
years our huge export markets for 
cotton have been steadily dwind- 
ling. Each season the world takes 
less of our crop than it did the pre- 
vious year. At the same time, Bra- 
zil, Egypt, and North China have 
become important cotton-growers 
Moreover, the Sino-Japanese War 
means that we will eventually lose 
another major customer, our crops 
are becoming larger. Our 1937 cot- 
ton pick was the largest in all his- 
tory! 


Neither the department of agri- 


culture nor the New Deal can guar- 
antee good prices if the south raises 
more cotton each year than this 
country, or the world, wants. There- 
fore, cotton acreage must be used 
for other products. This means the 
loss of jobs and livelihood for hun- 
dreds of thousands of field-hands 
and share-croppers. To add to the 
cotton crisis, mechanical cotton- 
pickers are going into use on more 
plantations each year. This means 
even less jobs for 
field-hands. 


Hence, not only must new uses be 
found for cotton lands, but new 
employment must be provided for 
cotton workers. 


Southern Newsprint 


In the last few years, more and 


more attention has been focused on 
the huge slash pine forests of Dixie. 
The southern pine reaches maturity 
in about 15 years—twice as fast as 
the slow-growing 
northern 
soft- 


woods. Because of this rapid growth 
of the southern pine, good forestry 
methods produce 
real 
results. 


Hence, foresters 
have been 
in- 


tensely interested in finding new 
uses for the pine. The question has 
bcenr Could not this southern pine 
be used for newsprint? If so, there 
would be a 
tremendous market. 


Last year, newspapers used nearly 
4,000,000 tons of newsprint, about 80 
per cent of which comes from the 
spruce of Canada. 


It is a long way from nothern 


Ontario to southern Texas. Costs of 
transportation are high. Southern 
newspaper publishers have insisted 
that slash pine could be developed 
into newsprint. Dr. Charles H. Her- 
ty, noted Georgia scientist, has been 
experimenting for years. At last, 
the end of the road is in sight At i 
I,ufkin, Texas, about 60 miles from 
the western border of Louisiana, 
the ground will soon be broken for 
the first southern newsprint mill.

But at Marseille, King Alexan- 


der was assassinated by a foreigner. 


As a result of thai assassination, 


Sarraut had to resign his post. Now, 
back on the job again, he has seen 
to it that all foreigners living in 
France must obtain an identity card 
well in advance of King George's 
arrival. Foreigners who can't give 
satisfactory reasons for staying here 
must leave. 


The government doesn't let on 


that the impending royal visit pre- 
cipitated the clean-up—but every- 
body knows it did. France for some 
time has been wanting to get rid of 
the objectionable element which 
has drifted in from everywhere. 


It is quite a custom in Europe 


to expel or arrest questionable for- 
eigners before

duced with child labor) encourages 
the evil (of child labor.)" 


The majority, disagreeing,

control over individual affairs." 


Whether this situation develops 


depends upon how well we under- 
stand the problem and how active 
we become in 
maintaining our 


economic independence, he told the 
service clubs. 


Reynolds contended that a set of 


government problems is confront-

business 
demands 
careful 


analysis and sound thinking, but 
"we will have to carry this think- 
ing beyond dinner meetings." He 
said that most business men claim 
they are too busy to take an intei- 
est in public affairs.
